5. On page 56 it says that at 1:29 p.m. the police 
radio reported that the description of the suspect in the Tippit 
shooting was similar to the description which had been given by 
Brennan in connection with the assassination. . On page A6 it is 
stated that it was unlikely that any officer said anything like 
"Kill the President, will you?” The reason given is that the 
officers did not know “that Oswald was a suspect in the killing of 
tho President o.” But they very 15.ke.ly had heard tho police radio note 
that the descriptions of the two were similar end they may have 
drawn their own conclusions. The statement on page should b© 
taken out or qualified.

5. On page $6 it says that at 1:29 p.n. tho polico 
radio roportod that tha description of tho suspect in tho Tippit 
shooting was similar to tha description which had bean given by 
Brennan in connection with the assassination. On pago 46 it is 
stated that it was unlikoly that any officer said anything like 
"Kill 'the President, will you? 3 Tho reason given is that the 
officers did not know "that Oswald was a suspoct in tho killing of 
tho President.* But they very likely had heard tho police radio not* 
that toe descriptions of the two were similar and they may have 
drawn their own conclusions. The statement on page 46 should be 
taken out or qualified.

It doo3 not 
soon likely that Oswald would still have boon visiblo through the 
window if tha door had alroady closod, although that doper.d3 on how fast 
tho door closes, which is somotpng I would like, to know. What kind 
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Of a stairway is it that oomaono- coning up can soo nothing at 
tho top of tho landing? Truly nay in fact have seen Oswald if 
tho latter had just cono down tho stairs from the third floor 
as Truly was coining up from the second,, 

I think additional effort should be made with tho writing 
and a picture of tho view coming up to the second floor and a 

diagram or other pioturos of the landing and vestibule area would ■ 
to a good idea. 

2. The first sentence, in the third from the last paragraph 
on galley page p3 leaves a false inference concerning Oswald's presence 
on the sixth floor. It should be rewritten along tho following Unas; 
B Tha fact that Oswald could not have come down in the elevators, 
tho only other possible means of descent, is 'shown by thsir movements 

after the time Baker and Truly tried to use them to go up in the 
building.” 


5. In the same paragraph, the statement that both elevators . 
occupy the same shaft is not clear. It would be better to say: 

B both elevators, which operate adjacently in tho same shaft, *

employees as sot forth. in that paragraph is also consistent with Oswald 
having been in Ethiopia at tho time of the assassination, or' with his 
having used the elevators to get down from the sixth floor. Since those 
employees did not see either Oswald or ' Dougherty, their testimony says 
nothing on the point under discussion. Tho whole paragraph'- should bo cut 
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of a stairway ia it that somoono coning up can ooo nothin" at 
tho top of too landing? Truly nay in fuot havo soon Oowald if 
tho lattor had just eono down tho otairo from tho third floor 
aa Truly was ooming up from tho oooond, 

I thinh additional offort ohould bo nado with tho writing 
and a pioturo of tho viow ooming up to tho oocond floor and a 
diagram or other pioturoo of tho landing and vootibulo aroa would 
bo a good idea. 

2. Tho first sontonco in tho third fron tho last paragraph 
on galloy pago >3 loavos a faloo inforonco cor.cornir.g Oswald's prosor.co 
on tho sixth floor. It should bo rov/ritton along tho following linos: 
"Tho fact that Oswald could not havo cos:o down in tho olovatoro, 
tho only othor possiblo moano of dosoont, is shown by thoir covonor.ts 
aftor tho time Bancor and Truly trlod to uso thorn to go up in tho 
building." 

5. In tho samo paragraph, tho statement that both olovatoro 
occupy tho samo shaft is not oloar. It would bo hotter to say: 

"both olovators, which oporato adjacontly in tho samo shaft," 

4. Last paragraph on pago Jfl (galloy): Tho tosticony of tho 

onployocs as sot forth in that paragraph is also consistent with Oswald 
having boon in Ethiopia at tho tlno of tho aacasolnatlon, or with his 
having usod tho olovators to got down from tho sixth floor. Sinco thoso 
onployoes did not soo eithor Oswald or Doughorty, thoir tostimor.y cays 
nothing on the point under discussion. Tho whole paragraph should be cu 
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5. The next two paragraphs, the first two on galley page 

59, are a complete nyotory to bo. Yfhon I loft the bottom of pago 

53 I was looking for additional testimony showing that Oswald cnrr.o 

dovm tho stairs and not tho elevator. After two paragraphs of 

excellent analysis I am convinced that Victoria Adams either came ■ 

dovm the stairs before or after Oswald did and it is clear that that is 

so because we know that Oswald camo down the stairs and not the elevator. 

I still do not understand, howevor, how the faot that Victoria Adams 

cams down tho stairs before, or after Oswald did shows that Oswald case 

down the stairs. If the idea is to show that Adsms was not on tho 

stairway vhon Oswald was, 1 aa not convinced by. the analysis or 

speculation in these two paragraphs. _ Furthermore, if that is the 

idea it is not clearly set forth. How About a first sentence like:

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<5. In the Conclusion: I do not see. how the Commission can 
possibly state that "Fingerprint and palmprint evidence establishes that 
Oswald arranged the cartons in the window." That evidence established 
that at come time 'Oswald handled one of tho three cartons in tho window, 
as suggested above, probably prior to the assassination by at least 1-3 
days. That evidence establishes with equal validity that perhaps about 
20 oi/hor persons "arranged the cartons in tho window. B
